cool, wet weather has been unfavor- 
able for corn and interferred mater- 
ially with tlie harvesting of clover.

Wheat in some lo- 


calities is ready for .harvesting but 
the ground Is very 
soft. 
Warm 


weather Is heeded for corn and for 
the ripening of grain. 
Temperature: 
. The average tem- 


perature for. the week was slightly 
below that of the precceding weelc, 
the entire week being excptionally 
cool and seriously retarded the ad- 
vancement of corn and the ripening ol 
small grains. Killing frosts occurred 
in some of the northern counties dur- 
ing-the early part of the week and In 
a few exposed localities the damage 
was considerable. 
Light frosts were 


reported from some sections in the 
central counties, but no material dam- 
age occurred. 


Precipitation: The rains were fre- 


quent and generally heavy in the 
northern section and seriously retard- 
ed the cultivation of corn.
